The Warning Sign. 


\Vh'en the proportion of the population of any country, en- 


gaged in industry, becomes overbalanced there is a tendency 
for business conditions to be unsettled. This is true in the 
balancing of urban and country population. There must be a 
given proportion on the farms to supply thejdemands of those 
living in the cities. When the movement from the country to 
the city is great and the proportion is over-balanced in favor of 
the city, the tendency is for a complete disruption of conditions- 
affecting the latter. 
. The United States is fast approaching this 'danger point. 
Now, 
thirty per cent of the population is in the country. That 


means thaifthis thirty per cent is at work furnishing the neces- 
sities of life for the other seventy per cent. This country can i maintained any service at an. NO at- 
look out when that percentage on the farm reaches twenty-|= 
five. Economists have figured that it cannot go below the 
figure last named without danger of famine. 


There has been a great movement from the country to the 


city during the past eight years. This was due to the high 


: wages paid to help in all lines of industry in the cities and a 


universally low price paid for farm products. There was no 
margin of profit on the farm at the prices prevalent. There is 
no margin of profit at the present time. When the farmer's 
'dollar is worth only sixty-five cents on the dollar of five years 


• ago, one cannot blame the shift to our centers of population. 


That something must be done and done quickly for our 


fanners is apparent. That an equitable adjustment of prices is 
necessary is admitted by all. The profit from the farm prod- 
ucts is going in the wrong place. There is too much unearned 
increment in this business. A more direct communication be- 
tween the producer and consumer will go farther toward re- 
lieving the condition than anything else. The farmer must be 
his own wholesaler. When he takes his products to the market 
in company with his fellow producers, he -will be able to re- 
move much of the false value added by repeated handling- 
through the agency of those in between the two great masses 
of our country. 


The fact that our rural population is reaching the danger

• farmer does not need subsidy—charity; he needs a better posi- 
tion on the markets of the land and that position can be as-
